Opening the 1942 football season, the Eagles 
took their first victory from Dallas Technical 
High with a score of 25-0. Spurgeon Suther- 
land, acting as captain, led the team while Ray- 
mond Doyle, E. F. Crites, Dale Sanford, Bob 
Johnson, Jack Wofford, and Lloyd Adams stop- 
ed the Wolves from every corner. 


Against a stiff defense from the Technical 
High Bulldogs, the Eagles sent their foe down 
under a constant pounding with the decisive 
score of 20-0 to officially open the District 7 
play. 

On the Eagles’ first road game the Brown- 
wood Lions made things look tough by scoring 
the first time they were in possession of the 
ball. The Lions used the famous “I” formation, 
but the Eagles came out on top 41-13. 


With the Poly Parrots the Eagles fought a 
battle in which neither team was able to do 
much damage. However, in a series of power 
plays Paul Yates plunged over from the 6-yard 
line, marking up a score 6-0. 


In the Carter-Paschal game James Ford made 
the most outstanding run of the season, a 91- 
yard dash in the first five minutes of play. 
The final chalk up was a 18-0 win for Carter. 


Every bench warmer was called into play in 
the Carter-Arlington Heights game, and Frank 
Smith rolled over for a touchdown in the third 
quarter of this game which ended in a 26-0 
triumph for the Eagles. 


The Waco Tigers, in a second road game for 
the Eagles, knocked the Carter eleven from the 
undefeated, untied ranks with the score 23-20. 


On lucky Friday 13 the Carter Eagles rode 
over the North Side Steers with the previous 
year’s same score 27-7. Ford, Crites, Evans, 
and Hudgins combined to run up the score un- 
til the last minute of play. 


The Eagles went down to the Masonic Home 
team under the constant pounding of the 
Masons to lose 19-0, leaving the district race in 
a three-way tie between North Side, Masonic 
Home, and Carter. 


After winning the toss to represent the dis- 
trict, the Eagles bucked speed against power in 
Dal-Hi Stadium, hoping to outrun the power- 
ful Sunset Bisons of Dallas. The Eagles never 
gave up, but they failed to stop the power 
drives of the heavy Sunset backs and were de- 
feated 25-7.
